Only one word can describe the 
1993-1994 Boys Varsity Baskerball 
team: UNBELIEVABLE! 

The season srarred our with a 
sweep of the United Carolina Bank 
Holiday Classic in Wilmington. Four 
wins later, the rim-rockin’ Monarchs 
awoke fo find themselves ranked No. 
1 in the Associared Press stare Group 
AAA poll. “Being ranked No. 1 is 
grear, bur we know rhar we'll have 
to work hard to maintain it,’ com- 
mented Co-Caprain Rodney Cole- 
man. 

One night Chandler Evans’ lay-up 
at the buzzer defeared Hopewell. In 
Regionals, Jamaal Branch nailed four 
free throws with no time on the clock 
to send Armstrong home. Then in 
Srares, Royal Jones calmly hit three 
straight 3-poinrers fo stop a Fleming 
run thar tied the game. 

With the help of a strong bench, 
comprised of big men Sreve Perers 
and Naim Fogle, and 3-poinr specialist 
Mark Mosely, the mighty Monarchs 
cruised through the season and Dis- 
tricts with only two losses. 


The ream began Regionals by con- 
fidently trouncing Clover Hill. Then, 
Branch’s free throws sank a fired up 
Armstrong team. The dramatic vic- 
rory sent Meadowbrook into rhe 
semi-finals on a high note. The Mon- 
archs then convincingly defeated 
John Marshall and controlled Perers- 
burg fo earn the Central Region Tirle. 

The success in the State Tourna- 
ment was initiaed by a win over Ke- 
coughran at the Arthur Ashe Center, 
The Monarchs winning ways then 
took them to UVA where they met 
Petersburg for the fifth rime and easily 
overcame the Wave in a fourreen 
point win. In the stare Championship 
game, the ream played rhe same 
way thar they played all season: to- 
gether. Senior Royal Jones com- 
mented, “This is a team in every 
sense of the word.”’
